Bauernschmidt and Milt Jackson, this 4-some 
has been in battle readiness all the way—and still is as of this 
moment (Mid Feb. ’58). The class Treasurer naturally functions with 
this committee Ex-Officio. 


(a) Agreed after meeting at Homecoming week-end to pledge the 
class for one of the 4 major Memorial Gates—cost to us of $15,000. 
This agreement with RAdm Smedberg also carried the privilege of 
designating 150 memorial seats which automatically takes care of 
one item we debated long and vigorously on 5-25-57.

TREASURER’S REPORT 


These comments are supplementary to the Financial Statements being 
submitted at this time. 


The only change in our investments since the 1949 report consists of 
having exercised rights issued by the Pacific Telephone and Telegraph 
Company from time to time. In this fashion, we purchased nine ad- 
ditional shares of the common stock of that company, and we now 
hold a total of 21 shares. 


Our holdings of this stock show a pleasant appreciation over cost and 
annual return of more than seven per cent on the money invested. 


The stock is deposited for safekeeping at the Riggs National Bank in 
Washington, D. C. and your Class Treasurer holds Safekeeping Receipt 
No. 121803, issued in the name of Class of 1922, USNA, in my care. 


You will note that since the last report a Memorial Fund has come 
into existence. This was through the generosity of two Classmates who 
started off the fund with gifts of $500 each. Their names should be 
mentioned, but on the chance that they would feel otherwise, recognition 
is given here in an anonymous fashion. If we get permission to publish 
their names, it can be done in our next report. 


You will note that the sum of $800 was advanced to the 1957 Class 
Reunion Committee as a loan. This was needed to pay for reservations 
for the Reunion period. It was necessary to do this in order to have the 
space we wanted for the great occasion, during which we marked the 
35th anniversary of our graduation. As individual Classmates paid for 
their own reservations, the Class Treasury was reimbursed for its 
advance. 


At this point it seems appropriate to pass out a few compliments 
The first should go to the 428 Classmates who answered the call for 
funds in such a heartwarming way. I doubt if any college class, from 
any school in the country, has ever responded so reliably whenever 
called upon, or has ever had so large a number participating in those 
responses. The record is further emphasized by the circumstances that 
it has been achieved in spite of the way we have moved around through 
the years. The mere fact that we have kept in touch with practically 
everyone in the Class is an accomplishment in itself. 


Your Treasurer is in a good position to observe the work necessary to 
keep Class affairs moving smoothly. Publications like the Roll Call or 
the Directory, Class reunions, and even such things as having the Class 
represented by floral offerings at funerals, all require an effort on 
somebody’s part. Therefore, it ought to be recorded that Abe Stacey 
has done an outstanding job for the Class. He has operated in the best 
traditions established by Nick Draim and Frank Whitaker. 


Jimmy Jennings has been doing a job that is hard to define, but I 
rather favor establishing the Office of Class Bird Dog. I think Jimmy 
manages to spot every Classmate that ever gets into the Army-Navy 
Club. I know he polices Box 22 at that address (incidentally, we have 
had that box for thirty-five years this summer), and Jimmy can always 
be counted on to look after any Class matter that needs attention in 
Washington.
